Scene of Tremendous Enthusiasm in 
San Francisco— The Tresi- 
deut'g Grreeting;. 



San Fbancisco, July 8,— The long an- 
ticipated Oalifornla '07 of the Christian 

Endeavorera became .1 reality with the 
aasemblinK of the two vast audiences at 
Meclianics' aud Woodward'a paviliona 
this morniuK. Ton tlionsand people 
filled Mechanics pavilion aa early aa 9:30 
and crowds of delegates and visitors 
who came later were turned away. The 
scene hiside the hall was a vast bouquet 
of colors. 

The formal opening v.'aa by Ilev. F. K. 
Clark, the founder and president of the 
great Cliriatian Endeavor iiiovi'mcnt. 
Dr. Clark was received with frenzieil ap- 
plause by every person in tlio biuMlinir. 
Every man, woman and child stoud tiip- 
on benches and chairs, waving aloi: 
dage, banners, handkerchiefa, iu fact 
every conceivable object lo be had. The 
demonatration lasted several minutes, 
and Dr. Oldrk' appeared much aiTected 
by the heartiness of the welcome. The 
tneeting at Woodttrard's pavilion was 
equally enthusiastic. More than 20,000 
are now in the city and several thousand 
more will be added before the end of the 
week.

" Several centuries ago a monk of Pic- 
ardy, named Peter the Hermit, went up 
and down Europe preaching a fiery cru- 
sade against those who held the sepul- 
chre wherein the Saviour of the world 
waa laul, and he inspired the people 
wherever he went with his own wild, 
weird enthusiasm.

" Francis E. Claris, the Peter the Her- 
mit of the nineteenth century, has for 
several years been going up and down 
our laud and other lands, preacliing a 
far holier crusade, kindling the tire of 
Christian zeal and love c)n the altar of 
young hearts, and now, with a few bat- 
talions ot his mighty army, he has in- 
vaded California, and we liave surren- 
dered unconditionally. In the name of 
the pastors of the Golden Gate, we bid 
you thrice welcome, and we invoke such 
showers of blessings upon you that in the 
coming years the .Sai! Francisco coiiven- 
lion will be referred lo as the Pentecostal 
convention."

YODSe OFFICERS PREFERRED. 

Regulations for Betiremeat at Age Limit 
to Be Strictly Enforced— Pay in 
Fennajaent Corps. 

fProm Our Own Correspondent.) 

Or.TAWA, July '.I. — It now transpires 
what some of the sweeping changes in 
the militia force which were referred to 
a few days ago are to be. Lieutenant- 
Colonels who have attained the age of 
GO years. Majors 5S years. Captains 50 
years, and Lieutenants 45 years, will, 
unless under exceptional circuinatancea, 
be placed on the retired Jiet. This regu- 
lation will also apply to regimental staff 
othcers. No ofiicer having attained the 
limit of ace mentioned above ia to be re- 
commended for promotion or appoint- 
ment to that rank. The dillerent otlicera 
commanding are required to immediate- 
ly submit the list of officers retireable 
under the foregoing regulations, which 
go into ell'ect immediately. 

An increase of pay will be granted at 
the rate of 50 cents per day to all ofhcers 
of the permanent corps except the com- 
mandant after four years' aubatantive 
service, and a further increaae of 50 cents 
per day after eight years' service, pro- 
vided they have not received a step of 
substantive rank daring the interval ; 
permanent officers performing the duty 
of adjutants to be allowed 50 cents extra 
per diem.

THE RECIPROCAL TARIFF 

Regulations Issued for tlie Guidance of Im. 
porters Seeking to Profit by It. 

(From Our^Owa Corteapondent.) 
Ottawa, July 9. — ^The regulations in 

regard to the reciprocal tariff of Canada 
were issued to-day by the minister of 
customs as follows: "Persona making 
entry of goods under the Canadian re- 
cii)rocal tariir of 1897 are required to 
furniah separate invoicea of articlea en- 
titled to Buch entry with declaratioaa 
annexed thereto from the exporter orhia 
agent, made before a notary public or a 
commissioner for taking oaths, or chief 
municipal ofhcer of a city or towui or a 
British consul, or before the- president 
or secretary of the chamber of com- 
merce, aa to the origin and value of 
articles in the form prescribed." The 
following directions are added: " Where 
invoices are made out at prices below 
the fair nuirket value for consumption 
in the country of export the invoices 
must show in a separate column or 
otherwiae by addition thereto such fair 
market value.'"

DEALING WITH TURKEY. 

The Powers Intimate That They May Soon 
Adopt Energetic Measures, 

Lo.N DON, July 9. — Eastern alfairs show 
but little change during the last twenty- 
four hours. A sensational newspaper in 
Paris published a rumor yesterday that 
M. Ilanotaux, minister of foreign aflairs, 
had informed the cabinet that matters 
in the East were very serious, and that 
Admiral Beiinard had instructed the 
admiral in command of the Medit- 
erranean fleet to mobilize his forces with 
a view to making a naval demonstration 
in the Bosphorus. But this is regarded 
ae unnecesharily alartninir. 

More to the purpose is the fact that 
AuBtria-Ilunjiary has presented a note 
to the porte declaring that unless the 
Turkish government appoint a day for a 
Turkish military commission to discuss 
with llie Kiiroi)eun attaches the strategic 
frontier [iropoEed by I^urope the ambas- 
sadors will request tlielr reajiective gov- 
ernments to adopt energetic measures. 

According to the best inforniution ob- 
tainable, this strategic frontier would 
give Turkey about 200 kilometres of 
territory in the district of Metsovo and 
some viilagea in Tyrnavos district. 

The indemnity would be four and a 
half million pounds, Turkish, one and a 
half million to be paid on the departure 
of the Turks from Thessaly and an equal 
amount in the course ot a year. It is 
the general belief that negotiations are 
likely lo continue until the end of the 
year, when winter will compel Turkey 
to withdraw her troops from Thessaly. 

BiouLi.N', July 9. — Tlio Frankfurt /ei- 
tung to-day publishes a diapatch from 
Cunatantinople Baying tliat l^mperor 
William, through the German ambassa- 
dor there, baa expressed the hope that 
the .Sultan will not resist the desire of 
the powera for the evacuation of Thes- 
saly by the Turkish troops.

Ci.EVKr,.\Nn, July 9. — The coal miners 
of the Wheeling & Lake Erie dietiict 
won a great victory to-day. Cul. Myiou 
T. Herrick, the receiver for the Wiie.;!- 
ing i<c Lake Erie, received a private dis- 
patch at noon to-day saying that only 
one man went to work at Dillon^ale. 
This is the place where the receiver for 
the W. it L. E. decided to make a teet. 
Mr. Herrick said that he was led to be- 
lieve that the men wanted to work and 
that therefore he secured protection foe 
them. Ho fully expected that 1,000 
miners would go to the minea and waa 
conaiderably aetonished to learn that 
only one man reported. Twenty-fiva 
deputy-inarahala were on hand to pro- 
tect the miners. 

An advance of 25 per cent, in the re- 
tail price of bituminous coal was an- 
nounced yesterday and the increase will 
doubtless aoon reach 50 per cent. All 
lake shipments of bituminous coal have 
stopped. 

BALTiMonr, July 9. — The Baltimore (4 
Ohio officiala to-day gave out the follow- 
ing statement relative to the coal miners' 
atrike: "The strike situation on the 
Baltimore & Ohio road thia morning i< 
aa follows: All the miners in the Fin- 
leyville diatrict, Willock and gaa coat 
region are out this morning except at 
Shaner. There the people have enougii 
men working to-day to load eight or tea 
cars for tiie East. Jackson county, Ohio, 
miners are all out, but from the best in- 
formation obtainable it ia probable they 
will soon return to work, provided Iho 
West Virginia miners do' not strike. 
About one half of the Indiana and Illin- 
ois miners are out. 

CmcAGO, July 9.— The railroad com- 
panies have issued an order to confiseato 
all coal being carried over their linee. 
The local coal companies who expected 
to receive special ahipments to meet the 
demand are thrown on their own re- 
Bouicea to overcome the difficulty. Tlia 
prices of soft coal has advanced forty 
cents a ton, while soft acreeninga aie 
rated at just double their ordinary value. 
Fully 15,000 car loada from the minea of 
the Bouthern minora have been con- 
liacated by the railroads. 

Si'iii.soKiELi), 111., July 9. — The miner!;' 
atrike situation in Illinois ia aa follows: 
All the miners in the Wellington dis- 
trict, 3,000, are out. In Peoria diatrict 
the miners are still working, but will 
meet to-day. Miners in Staunton and 
Mount Olive have given assurancb that 
the Bellville miners would ' strike, bat 
the Bellville men at a meeting decided 
to go to work. At Carlinville there ia 
no strike. The Virden and Auburn 
miners struck a week ago. The minera 
at Aasuraption are out, but at Par ami 
Taylorville they are working. At Weat- 
vilie, Vermillion county, the miners are 
out, but the minera at Danville 0.03 
working. 

Columbus, Ohio, July 9.— W. C 
Pierce, aecretary of the United Mina 
Workera, left for Closter, Ohio, to-ila]', 
one of the pointa through which Weet 
Virginia coal is passiuK en route to tha 
lakes and large Western cities. He be- 
lieves the minera at Closter will not 
attempt to stop traina from Weat Vir- 
ginia, but has gone there to more care- 
fully study tlie situation and set- 
vise with the local committee, 
aud also to see what there is in 
the pretty well authenticated storica 
that some of the Cloater miners hav« 
gone to Weat Virginia to dig coal. 1 1 
was at Closter where the trouble oc- 
curred in lS9i by stopping trains. 

Mowi:.\(n A, Ilia., July 9. — Autlientiu 
information received here to-day is that 
the minera are all out. at Pana, Taylor- 
ville, Asaumption and Decatur, as well 
aa this place. The Pana mines will close 
down. Over 2,000 miners are idle ; nut 
a shaft is operating in this section. 

Danville, Ills., July 9.— At a meeting 
of the Danville operators the miun 
owners agreed to oiler the minera of the 
Danville district an advance of twelve 
cents i)er to.i if they would agree to re- 
main at work. An advance in coal 
prices enables them to do this, and it is 
iioped that it will prevent the miners 
striking at their meeting next Sunday.

VANCOUVER. 

V'AscouvKn, July li. — The steamer 
'Cofiuitlam left for the Xorth yesterday 
with all ber available epuce Oiled with 
freight. 

Aa the differences between the Brock- 
ton Point AHgociatioii and the local 'jlube 
havu been adjusted the senior lacrosse 
iiiatcii het\vt!L-n Wcstiiiiiiater and Van- 
couver will be [ilayed In \'aticouver to- 
uioi row. lioth the bicycle and lacrosse 
chiba liavo ratified the agreement tliat 
their repraentativea made with tlie 
Brockton Toiiit Association. 

At the Bajitist convention it wag de- 
cided to form a lionie iiussion for Britisli 
Columbia consisting of fifteen luenibera. 
The report of the Sunday schools showed 
that there were fifteen schools in the 
province with a total attendance of about 
1,100 children. The teaching of temper- 
ance in schools ia to be recommended, 
and the churches are aslied to organize 
Bands of Hope. 

WESTMINSTER. 
Westminstee, July 0. — The rush for 
recording claims ia over some wliat earlier 
than was expected. There is a large 
amount of assessment work being rC' 
coriled. 

At a meeting of the Westminster PreS' 
hytery yesterday Kev. Mr. l-iordon of 
Mount Pleasant church, who resigned 
his pulpit owing to ili-liealth, was given 
ai.^ mouths leave of absence to recuper- 
ate. A call from the congregation of 
Eburne to Pev. J. A. fyOgan, of Union, 
was sustained and ordered to be forward- 
ed to the cleric of the Presbytery of Vic- 
toria, with the request that it be consid- 
ered at tlie earliest possible moment. 
The Eburne congregation in their call to 
Mr. Logan, offered him ^900 salary, free 
manse, and four weeka holiday annually. 

There is some indignation among the 
medical fraternity, owing to the report 
that miasionariea among the Japanese in 
Westminster district encourage them in 
an attempt to procure an unqualified 
Japanese practitioner for the Steveston 
colony. 

It 18 altogether probable that the can- 
nors on the Fraser river will have con- 
siderable trouble this year with the fish- 
ermen regarding the amount to be paid 
per fish. In consequence of the low 
price now ruling for salmon in the Lon- 
don market the canners — or a number of 
them — have reduced the price of hah for 
the present to eight cents each. The 
price paid last year was 125 cents, and 
the fishermen hold that the figure ofler- 
ed by the cannera ia not enough. The 
Indiana were the flrat to show diacon- 
tent, and they tlireaten to return 
home unless they are paid 25 
cents per fish, as in previous years. The 
other fishermen — both white and Japan- 
ese — joined the Indiana in their " kick," 
and yesterday it waa decided to hold a 
mass meeting of fishermen in the Opera 
house at Hteveston and thoroughly dis- 
cuss tiie question. 

The meeting was duly held last night, 
and it ia estimated that over 1,000 Usli- 
ermen were present, 700 beinc white 
men, and 500 Japanese and Indiana. All 
the questions relating to the price of 
fiah were fully discussed, and it was 
eventually decided to demand 15 cents 
per fish for the entire season, or they 
'wonld go out on strike. Four white men 
addressed the meeting, besides several 
Japs and Indians. A committee was 
appointed to interview the cannere and 
request them to sign an agreement to 
pay the price mentioned, otherwise it 
was decided to order a general strike on 
Baturday next. 

Several canners were seen by a repre- 
sentative of the News- Advertiser, and 
asked what price would be paid for fiah 
this season. They all stated that not 
more than 10 cents per fish would be 
jjaid at any time during the present sea- 
hon, owing to the low price of salmon 
in tlie IOiii,'lir^h market. In 18!i.!, 
the last " big " year, salmon was 
quoted in London at sbillingB per 
case higher, and yet the price paid per 
fiah during that year was only 7 cents. 
In view of these circumstances, the de- 
mand made by the fishermen for 15 
cents per fish throughout the aeaaon is 
absurd. At present hardly any fisli are 
running, and it is not expected that the 
run will commence for ten days or a 
fortnight yet, so that the matters in dis- 
pute may be settled before then. 

UNION. 

The coking ovens of the Messrs. Duns- 
inuir at Union, Comox, are now working 
■with entire satisfaction. The output of 
these ovens ia about 50 tons per day, 40 
of which are shipped to the Hall smelter 
at J^elBon, and the Trail amelter, both of 
■which would conaume a much greater 
quantity were it possible to pro- 
cure the same. These establish- 
ments pronounce the home-made 
coke equal in every respect to that im- 
ported from Wales, round the Horn to 
thia port. Where tested in - the United 
States the Union coke has likewiae been 
declared to bo a (irst-clasa article. The 
ovens will herc'after he run to their full 
capacity. The industry promises to be 
a great one, and mucli value to the pro- 
vince.

Durrant is to go on exhibition thi oiigh 
the medium of the aiiimatuscojje. A 
special order from the pristjii olhciala 
was obtained yesterday inornitig, anti 
Durrant's father and an animatoscope 
operator preEented themselves at San 
Quentin. Durrant'a object in having 
these picturep taken is to malce money 
to defray tho expenses of his appeal now 
pending. 

Sacraiibnto, July 9. — ^The governor 
states that he has deuided not to take 
any action in the matter of extending 
the reprieve of Theodore Durrant. 

TIIE CALCUTTA RIOTS. 

Only Seven Persons Killed According to 
the Oiricial Reports. 

Lo.sDON, July i). — Lord (ieorge Hamil- 
ton, the secretary oi state for India, re- 
plying in the House ol Commona to-day 
as to the number of persons killed dur- 
ing tlie recent rioting in the vicinity of 
Calcutta said that about seven persons 
were killed and that about twenty were 
wounded during the riots. According to 
native reports no less than 1,500 persons 
were killed during the disturbances 
about Calcutta.

THERE IS HOPE YET. 

Hon. Mr. Turner told the Board of 
Trade yesterday that the Provincial gov- 
ernment has renewed itsefTortsto secure 
the construction of the railway from 
Penticton to Boundary Creek, and that 
lie was hopeful of a successful result. 
The importance of this piece of railway 
is such that it may commend itself to 
the Federal government for immediate 
coneideration. For some reason best 
jknown to themselves, and which, we be 
lieve, tf'e could very closely guess, a cer' 
tain noisy but uninfluential clique in 
Victoria are opposing this. They would 
rather that the railway never should be 
built, that the development of the 
Boundary Creek country should be re- 
tarded and that its trade should bedrawn 
away to United States cities, than that 
tlie Turner government should be sue 
ceasfiil in its efTorts to promote the im 
mediate construction of this line. This 
is unfortunate, because any division in 
a community on a question of this char' 
acter is prejudicial; hut the efTort to 
liave the railway begun this year may yet 
sncceed in spite of these obstructionists, 
sa every other plan for the betterment of 
the city and Province has succeeded in 
■pile of their opposition. 



THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

The annual meeting of the Board of 
Trade yesterday shows thai body to be in 
a very excellent condition, and capable 
of doing very excellent work for Victoria 
and the Province generally. The report 
of the secretary, which we print to-day, 
is full of good matter. It gives an ex- 
eellent resume of business conditions, 
aud a conservative statement of the 
promise of the future. In none of the 
provinces is there a more hopeful sphere 
v: work for a board of trade than in 
iiirilish Columbia, where so many new 
Bulijects of a business character are con- 
stantly coming up for consideration. 
Paring the past year the Board has been 
very industrious, and has a good deal of 
valuable work to its credit. Stronger 
than over in membership, and with an 
active executive, it ought to make the 
year that began yesterday a record one 
in respect to usefulness. J3el\veeu the 
development of domestic trade and the 
ex pansion of our foreign commerce, this 
organization of business men has a field 
of labor, which will yield results of 
great value'under wise leadership. 



WILL JAPAN SEIZE HAWAII! 

Some of the Japanese papers have 
adopted a very warlike tone in regard to 
Hawaii. The statement is freely made 
that if the claims that have been prefer- 
red against the Dole government are not 
immediately recognized, a Japanese 
army of occupation with a naval sciuad- 
Ton will be sent to Honolulu. We take 
this sort of talk with many grains of al- 
lowance. Undoubtedly Japan could 
take possession of the island republic at 

^any time, if no other nation interfered; 
but the United States will not permit 
anything of the kind to happen. As the 
Japan Herald says, once in poBsesaion it 
would be a very difficult matter and per- 
haps almost impossible for the United 
States to dislodge the Japanese, but it 
would not be a very easy matter to get 
paujsession. The cruiser Philadelphia is 
now at Honolulu, and the Oregon 
could, if necessary, be sent to the 
iaiands. These two veeaula could pro- 
tect Hawaii. The only difliculty would 
bo the coal supply. If the 
Japanese residents. of the islands were 
ariued, being all men who have served a 
niUitary term, they could readily take 
pnsseFhlon of the coal stores, in which

B UELEJOn-SMlSB WH Y. 

Attention has been directed to the re- 
markable fact that wluMi Kli/.abotli Hat 
on the throne of Kiiglainl, hor prime luiti- 
ister was William Cecil, afterwards Lord 
lUirleiph. Thrtni huiuh i'd and fifty years 
from the timo that Cecil entered parlia- 
ment, Britain's greatest Queen celebrat- 
ed the sixtieth anniversary of her ascen- 
aion to the throne and her prime minis- 
ter is another Cecil, liobert Arthur 
Talbot Gascoyne-Cecil, Marquis of .Salis- 
bury. Robert Cecil, son of i^ord Bur- 
leigh, was created Earl of Salisbury in 
1005. The Marquis of Salisbury is a 
direct descendant of the first Earl and 
hence from Elizabeth'sgreat prime min- 
ister. 

There are not many more notable 
things than this on the personal aide of 
political history. Xot many people have 
reliected upon the fact that in all the 
jubilee festivities the Marquis of Salis- 
bury has not been especially prominent. 
He is not a man who lends himself read- 
ily to the spectacular. He is inclined 
to be blunt yet argumentative in his 
treatment of public (jueBtiona. Socially 
ho is retiring. He did not marry to 
please his father and his inuome 
in his younger days was so small 
that he was glad to supplement it by 
contributing to the Saturday Review. 
The habits of retirement which he then 
acijuired have not changed, and to-day 
he is not much in the public eye except 
when his duties compel. Vet even his 
reserved nature must be stirred by the 
consciousness that, as premier of Great 
Britain, at the height of the Victorian 
era, he can look back to his remote 
ancestor, who was premier when the 
glories of the Elizabethan era reached 
their culmination. It was the flrstgreat 
Cecil who summoned the navy of Eng- 
land to the Channel to meet and van- 
quish the Spanish Armada and secure 
for Britain the right to rule the ocean. 
It is a Cecil who calls the greatest fleet 
that the world has ever seen to meet in 
the same waters to demonstrate to the 
world that the sceptre which Howard of 
Eflingham snatched from Spain is still 
iu British hands. The mention of 
Salisbury's name in connection with the 
Jubilee brings up in the light of history 
almost as much food for thought as any 
feature of this great demonstration. 



CURRENCY REFORM IN 

THE UNITED STATES. 

McKinley is about to submit a message 
to Congress asking Congress to take 
steps for currency revision. He will 
suggest the appointment of a non- 
partizan commission. Some doubt is 
expressed as to the readiness of Con- 
gress to comply with this request, 
Whether it does or not, the niesaage is 
the beginning of the end of a struggle 
which may strain the institutions ofi the 
republic to the utmost. 

Canadians can have no idea of the in- 
tensity of feeling in the United States 
of the currency. No question of that 
character in any way touches the Dotnin- 
ion. We have plenty of money here for 
all purposes, and the elasticity of our 
banking system is admirably adapted to 
the needs of commerce. In the United 
States, although the aggregate amount 
of money, divided by the populations, 
gives a larger per capita circulation than 
that in Canada, arrived at by the same 
method, money is not ho available there 
for ordinary commercial enterprises as 
with us. This is particularly true of 
the .Western and Pacific Coast states, in 
some of which it is hardly possible to 
get money at reasonalile rates even on 
thc'beat of collateral. This is not only 
duo to the scarcity of money, for tlie 
laws relating to securities and the col- 
lection of debts are in part re- 
sponsible for the shyness of capi- 
tal, when sought by borrowers. 
During the last five or six years the 
amount of literature that has been cir- 
culated, especially West of the Miasia- 
sippi, dealing with the financial ques- 
tion almost passes comprehension, and 
the result is that the people discuss it at 
all times and in all places. ' It is a com- 
mon thing to find knots of idle men on 
the street corners in any of the largo 
cities debating some phase of this sub- 
just or listening to the harangue of a 
curbstone orator. Wtiile no one can say 
that the arguments used on such occa- 
sions are sound in the majority of cases, 
and while there is unquestionably an 
amount of demagoguery abobt the whole 
currency agitation that is likely to be 
mischievous, it is nevertheless true that 
the mass of the people of the United 
States, and especially of the Western 
States, know more about the princi|)les 
of finance and can talk more intelligent- 
ly about them than any other people in 
the world. They have, unfortunately for 
themselves, we think, come to attribute 
all their misfortunes to what they re- 
gard aa the uDjtiBt features of, their cui- 1 



riuiiiy loglHlalion. This has created a 
fimlints of antipathy towards tbo fluan- 
tnul and bAiiklug oiements.thal; ntust be 
I iHdconed with at no distant day, and 
(ho rmdiiming may be a difficult one. 

A vory large number of the people of 
tlni United States demand the free coin- 
aj!ii oi nilvor and a government paper 
tmrrtmcy, JlclCinley's advisers, by 
whiuh wu do not mean his cab- 
iuut, hut his personal advisers, 
(ftvor n single gold standard and 
a bank currency. The difference 
botwoon the two positions is radical. To 
tlte latter oliiss free coinage of silver is 
ropudialion and a national currency a 
constant menaco to national credit. To 
the former thu single gold standard is 
legalised robbery and bank currency a 
moans for the enslavementof the mass- 
es, It is hardly possible that the most 
skilful coinmission can hit uponacom- 
proiuiso that will be acceptable to par- 
ties eo wide asunder. Bryan's tour gives 
proof that there is as much vitality in 
the silver agitation as ever. Hence we 
regard the issue, which President Mc- 
Kinley is about to precipitate, with 
great interest and not wholly with ap- 
prehension. 

Tuii Vancouver World says that the 
CoLOKisT "continues to harp" upon the 
claims of the Province upon the Domin- 
ion. We cannot congratulate the World 
upon its choice of language, and at the 
same time give it credit, as we would 
like to do, for having the interests of the 
Province at heart. I'A'erybody admits 
these clainia, says our contemporary. 
Everybody does not. If the utterances 
of papers, that are supposed to represent 
the Liberal party count for anything, 
these claims are not recognized in the 
East, and not very heartily endorsed 
even at home. The Colonist proposes 
to continue to harp on these claims until 
they receive not only nominal but sub- 
stantial acknowledgment.

Important Qnestions of Pablic In- 
terest Touched Upon in the 
Reports. 



Tlierewas far greater interest taken 
in the annual meeting of theB. G. Board 
of Trade yeeterday than in former years, 
the attendance being greater and the 
number of candidates put in uominfttiona 
for the various othces being much more 
numerous than usual, Among those 
who attended were Hon. Premier Tur- 
ner, Hon. Ool. Baker and Mr. Tboa. 
Earle, M.P., and by invitation Sena- 
tors Mficdonald and Mclnnes were pres- 
ent. A letter was read regrettini; tliat 
Lieut. -Governor Dewdnoy was unable to 
attend owing to his absence from town. 

The President dispensed with any pre- 
liminary speech, because everything of 
interest that bad to lie touched upon was 
contained in the annual report, which 
the secretary then read : 

To the Members of the British Columbia 
Board of Trade: — 
Gentlemen,— In presenting the Eigh- 
teentli Annual Beport we may congratu- 
late you upon the substantial advance 
made by the Province during the past 
twelve months. We consider the fore- 
cast made to you a year ago has been 
largely reiilized and we now beg to sub- 
mit the data upon which this opinion is 
l)aHecl . 

Before proceeding, with the report 
we would refer with much regret to ttie 
loss this board has sustained by the 
decease of the late vice-president Mr. 
Guetav Leiser. Your council at a 
special meeting having unanimously 
adopted a resolution containing a brief 
tribute to his memory it only remains 
for UB to mention the very active part 
the late Mr. Leiser took in matters con- 
nected with the erection of the Board of 
Trade building. 

This board baa also lost another very 
zealous member in the late Mr. H. F. 
Heisierman. He was connected with 
the institution since its inception. The 
resolution of condolence passed on that 
occasion together with that referring to 
the late Mr. Leiser will be found in the 
appendices hereto,

Some other tables received from the 
same Eource will be found in the 
aiipendices, from whicli it will be seen 
tluit tlie "Output of the ininen in Koot- 
eniiy during ISOG nearly doubled that of 
the previous year. 

In the Trail subdivision over 175 
claims are being worked and live have 
developed into niinea from which regular 
shipments ot ore are made. The (|uarl/. 
carrying gold and copper, is mostly 
found under an iron capping, and 
hitherto it has been necessary to do 
considerable work before reaching pay 
ore. This accounts for the small num- 
ber of shipping mines when compared 
with the number of claims being worked. 
There are enormous quantities of low 
grade ore which cannot be profitably 
handled at present owing to the high 
liUes for transportation and treatment, 
coating togetlier from iflO to .tM per ton. 
It is expected, however, that these difli- 
culties will be partially overcome l)v the 
erection of smelter.s nearer the uiines 
and the cheap fuel which will be avail- 
able as soou as the Crow's Nest Pass 
railway is in operation. A very interest- 
ing experiment was recently made with 
10 tons of silicious ore containing 
per ton in gold. In milling and con- 
centrating 013 per cent, was saved, Tlio 
Burface indications of the Trail subdivi- 
Bion, claims are rarely very promising 
but the ore is usually found to increase 
in value with depth and often the veins 
widen. The average value of the ore 
shipped from Trail mines may be taken 
at ijtO por ton. IJo.HSland, the centre of 
this enl)diviHion, iH now tai)pcd Ijy two 
r.iilw;iyB. Tin; Columbia aiid Western, 
11!,^ Hiiles long, terniinates at Trail, on 
the Coluiiiljiii river. The Red Mountain 
railway gives Kosaland and some of the 
T)rincipiil mines adjacent direct coni- 
xn'Jnicalion with two United States 
trunk linen. Trail ores are now treated 
at BineUers on Puget Sound, and in 
Montaini, Colorado and other United 
States j.ointB. 

The Nelson subdivision of West I-Coot- 
enay ia not bo well ndvanced as Trail, 
but' there is promiHo lA considerable 
mining develoiimmit in the immediate 
future. During i8iNl, ii,f)14 mineral lo- 
cations were recorded and many of these

are now being worked. The recent dis- 
coveries are varied in character, some 
being similar to the Trail ores, and 
others are gold-silver quartz with galena. 
They lay principally south of the town of 
Nelson in the Salmon River country, 
through which the .Nelson and Foit 
Bheppard railway runs. 

In the Ainswortb sabdivision the 
mines, excepting the Blue Bell, show an 
inrrea<e in oatput, 

Tne Slocaa sabdiyisioD has made a 
remarkable record, Its area does not 
exceed 15 by 25 miles, and eilver-galena 
ore was only discovered there in 1891, 
it present this Biib-diviaion contains 
about 50 mines, from wlisch regular 
shipments of ore are made. The aver- 
age of that shipped during 1S!)6 con 
tained 117 ounces of (silver per ton and 
per cent, of lead, and is estimated to 
have returned the mine owners a not 
profit of $75 per ton. Slocan ia often 
spoken of as tiie "poor man's mining 
camp." The veins being mostly situated 
on steep mountains, tiiey can be worked 
by tunnels, and very little capital has 
been necessary to place the properties 
on a paying basis. Kailways connect 
this siibdivision with the Columbia 
Kiver and Kootonay Lake, on each side 
of wliicl) there ia a daily steamer service 
between the Canadian PaciQc railway at 
Arrow Head and the United States eys- 
terns at Nelson and Bonner's Ferry. 

East Kootonay has not received so 
much a'tention as the country adjoining 
oa the weat, the natural advantages for 
transportation not being equal. There 
ia abundant evidence, however, that 
this section is rich in gold, silver, lead 
and copper, and the assured early con- 
struction of the Crow's Nest Pass rail- 
way has already given an impetus to 
mining development. There are very 
extensive deposits of coal along the pro- 
posed line of railway, which at present 
cannot be profitably marketed, and the 
benefits which the Crow'a Nest Pass 
railway will confer upon the mining 
camjia referred to can hardly be over- 
estimated. Cheap fuel, coal and coke, 
will make it possible to treat enormous 
quantities of low grade orea which now 
lie undistarbed. The increased competi- 
tion in all kinds of supplies which will 
follow the opening of the new railway 
will also materially assist 'the cheaper 
mining of all grades of ore. 

If the expectations formed from sur- 
face indications are realized, the oil 
fields of East Kootenay will furnish an- 
other important industry. 

Passing on to Boundary Creek, situat- 
ed near the American boundiiry in the 
district of Yale, we find very important 
uuning works in progress. Previous to 
January 1, 1795, only 370 claims had 
been registered, but during the follow- 
ing twelve months and during IS'JG 771 
and 1,279 new claims were recorded re- 
spectively. The ores mostly carry gold, 
and already many rich deposits have 
been discovered, but the great cost of 
transportation, sixty or more miles hanl- 
age by wagon, has retarded extensive 
operations. 

Before proceeding further it will be 
found instructive to follow the develop- 
ments embraced in the urea referred to. 
The first shipmeuta of ore were from 
mines near Nelson and Ainswortb, situ- 
ated conveniently near the great natural 
waterway afforded by Kootenay lake. 
Shortly after, rich ore deposits were 
found in the Slocan; so rich were these 
discoveries that only a year passed be- 
fore railways were projected wliich gave 
the Slocan mining camps connection 
with the lakes and rivera on the east and 
west. The general public was scarcely 
aware of the value of these silver-lead 
locations when the copper-gold deposits 
near Rossland were heralded forth. Up- 
on the wealth of this country being de- 
monstrated two railways were almost 
immediately projected and iiosv place 
liosalaud within easy reacii 01 the out- 
side world. Ill the meautitiie the great 
crowtl of prospectors h;ul been dieperaed 
to new regions, to fields further removed 
from natural waterways and in some 
cases so remote that ore averaging $1U0 
per ton could hardly bo handled at a 
profit. In East Kootenay many such 
projjertiea will be placed on a paying 
basis by the opening of the Crow's Nest 
Pass railway. lu the Boundary Creek 
country a similar result may be expect- 
ed upon the opening of the projected 
railway between Penticton and Uossland, 
and after the prospectors have mote 
thoroughly examined the country which 
these railways will traverse other dis- 
tricts in turn will receive their atten- 
tion. 

Yale and Lillooet districtB have al- 
ready furnished evidence of groat mineral 

wealth. 

In the Cariboo district large sums of 
money have been expentled upon uiiiiing 
works, j)rincipally hydriiulit;. Tliese 
workings auflered during tfie sea- 

son being the driest ever knnwii and not 
many of the claims were operated more 
than a few weeks. 

Mining by iiydraulic elevators ia being 
Buccesafuliy carried on, but river dredg- 
ing is still in the experiiuental stage. 

Great ell'orts, coating large sums of 
money, are being made to reach tlie 
bottoms of deep channels of creeks, the 
surfaces of whicli were worked Bonie 
thirty years since. Those placer claims 
furnished work for hundroda of men at 
wages from ifvS to ^10 ])er day, but tne 
bottoms of the deep channels were not 
reached. This ia now being ell'ected by 
shafts and tunnels, and some idea of the 
magnitude of the work may be judged 
from the experience of a company en- 
gaged in these creek digginps. Beiirnck 
in the channel is ascertained to be 100 
feet from the surface of theeround, but 
in order to reach it, it lias been found 
necessary to sink and run about 1,500 
feet of shafts and tuiinelp. 

A tlieorv has latelv 1 een evolved that 
the earlier waterwav B of Cariboo were 
dillerent from thnso wliicli now exist. 
This has led to iircspccting ia what are 
bL'lieved to bo dry beds of former rivers 
and creeks, nuii it ia reported that im- 
mense quantities of gold-bearing gravel 
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have been located. It ia hoped that be 
fore thia is in piiub we may be in a posi- 
tion to give farther inlormation regard 
ing these late discoveries. 

Botii placer and quartz mining received 
more than usual attention during the 
year 1S9G, and it has been ascertained 
that large bodies of ore will yield .satis 
factory to the cyanide treatment. 

In the Omineca aub-division prepara 
tions are being made for Jiydraulic work- 
ing. The gravel must be very rich to 
induce the comptiiues to pay over 1(300 
por ton freight on the plant and work in 
a country wiiere it coats !f 12.50 to place 
a 50 p3and sack of flour. 

The future of Cariboo depends upon 
cheaper transportation, and as sooa as 
the hnilding of the railway between 
Bute Inlet and (iuesnelle ia assured 
greatlv increased activity may be ex 
pected in Cariboo in all kinda of mining 
Immediately north of Cariboo ia the 
district of Cassiar, an immense country 
very little prospected. Several of the 
waterways have aflforded rich placer 
diggings. 

It is hardly within the scope of this 
rejjort to do more than mention the 
Yukoa gold fields which lie north of 
Cassiiir in the Northwest Territory of 
Canada. The latest excitement resulted 
from discoveries on the Kloudyke river 
and tributaries. Some of thesu are re- 
ported by old miners to eciual California 
in early days in richness. It is believed 
that this mineral belt extends to Cassiar 
and that the whole of the divide will be 
found to be rich in gold. 

Some prospecting has been done in 
the const district, but it has been prin- 
cipally confined to the inlets and points 
easy of access by water. Specimens 
from Buch locations have assayed well, 
liut the owners of the claims seldom 
avo tlie means of carrying on extenslvo 
development. In consequence ot the 
numerous attractions in the interior 
.'especially in Kootenay), it ia not easy 
to get men with capital to give claims on 
the coast and islands of British Colum- 
bia ttie attention they undoubtedly de- 
serve. Many of these being close to 
navigable waters the ores can be trans- 
ported at a small cost to ameltera. Ttie 
principal quarts, developments are being 
iiade on claims situate on Texada island, 
and from one of these mines shipmeuta 
hnve been made for several months past. 
Other properties on the north of Texada 
iHlahd will soon bo in a position to com- 
mence shipping. All the ores carry gold 
and some of it is free milling. Olaima 
on Valdez Island are also being worked 
with encouraging results. 

Queen Charlotte Island is known to 
bo rich in minerals — gold, silver, iron 
uid copper; coal, of excellent quality 
las been found near navigable waier. 

On "Vancouver Island, especially on 
the west coast, prospecting ia being 
actively proseouted and immense bodiea 
of quartz carrying copper and gold have 
recently beeii located. !Many claims are 
being worked, but no important ship- 
ments have yet been made. The owners 
interesteti in ilieso development works 
are most aangnmo as to tiie value of 
their re.upeetive claims, and assert that 
only ca[)ital is required to establish 
many paying mines. 

Year by year this board has called 
attention to the great value of tlie iron 
ieposits of Uritisli Columbia. This 
natural resource has not yet been e.'c- 
amined into but it is expected now that 
interest in the natural resources of Brit- 
ish Columbia is greatlv increasing the 
possibility of Buccessfally operating es- 
tensive blast furnaces may receive due 
attention. 

The output of coal daring 1890 was 
Sit), 235 tons ; and 1,505 tons of coke 
were produced additional. The coke 
ovens have only recently been com- 
pleted, the output of coke therefore is 
likely to be largely increased in tlie next 
return. 

I'he foregoing fiiiiinimry embraces an 
irea of nearly -100, (1110 si| uare niilea and 
in consciinence of the ever etiaiiaitig 
lejieet of mining aliaira it is aimi)ly iiu- 
p().ssihle to present an up-to-date ac- 
count of what is going on. Whiisl indi- 
viduals are nuuieroua who aaaerl tliat 
the particular localities with which 
they are acquainted are rich in precious 
metals beyond all question, at ttie pres- 
ent time no one can point with any 
degree of certainty to that portion of the 
province where is to bo found the 
greatest wealth of minerala. It is more 
than ever apparent that only a very 
superficial knowledge liaa yet Ijcen oh- 
tiiined and that within the last few years. 
When all the conditions are fully roal- 
i/.L'd, ibe immensity and richnesa nf the 
treasure fiolda, and tiiat lliey an; en- 
tirely within Hriliah influence, also 
yond llu! spliero of possible foreign 
complications, it is reasonable to ex- 
l)ect an influx of capital for the realiza- 
tion of this underground wealth, exceed- 
ing the hopes of tlio most aauguine. 

In the previous annual report atlen- 
ti m waBdirtoted to the principle upon 
which some companies were being 
formed. Mere prospects were taken 
over by companies capitalized out of all 
proportion to the value of the claims 
Hc.|uired, the vendors of the property 
taking by far the larger alinre of the 
stock in payment.

■ The ealiuon pack of 001,570 eases dur- 
ing 18'Jt) was llio largest on record; a 
very satisfactory result when it ia con- 
Hidered that last year was what is 
known as an " oil' eeaaon," on account 
of tl)e EHialler number of fish entering 
the rivers. Tlio iiicrease in the pack 
was partly due to new canneries, but 
there is no doubt that the hatchery on 
the Fraser river also coatributed to- 
wards it. 

The importance of establishing hatch- 
eriea on the Skeena and Naas rivers and 
at Eivers Inlet, and additional ones on 
the i'raser river, was brought to tlu, 
notice of the Ddiniuiou ijovenunL'nt, and 
it was understood tliat the work vj-oulll 
bo commenced last year and continued 
systematically. Wo regret to report 
that sucli was not done, 

The tislieries of British Columbia are 
capable of far greater expansion, and 
ahoukl give employment to many of the 
scliooners formerly engaged in sealing 
'i'he supply of several kinds of excellent 
food fish is practically inexhaustible. 

The United. States furnishes a good 
market for halibut, but the duty of half 
a cent per pound amounts to a large sum 
on thQ annual quantity sent there, and 
represents a loss of profit to JSritisb Co- 
Inmbian llahcrrnon when competing 
■Hritb those from United States ports, 
■who fish mostly in what are claimed to 
Iw Caaadian waters. This matter has 
been brought to the notice of the do- 
minion government, but the steps taken 
have not yet had auy appreciable effect. 

The report of the Dominion govern- 
ment Commercial Agent to Mexico and 
countries to the south will be looked for 
with much interest, as it ia believed that 
markolB for large quantities of low 
priced tiah will be found tliere. 

The condition of the sealing induatry 
may be judged from the fallowing 
figures:

The Spring catch this year was only 
5,035 seals, which is 3,893 less than dur- 
ing the same period in 189G. This con- 
liuuousand very serious falling oil' is 
ime principally to the restrictions im- 
posed upon the industry, ljut low prices 
and bad weather have also affected it 
appreciably. 

Until lately, 857 wbitM and 908 In- 
dians were employed in sealing. 

The value of the catch for some years 
averaged if'OO.OOO per annum. 

The commissioners appointed under 
the convention betweea Her Britannic 
j^tajesty'a government and the United 
States were in sesaion continuously at 
Victoria between November 23, 18915, 
and February 2, 181)7. The total amount 
ci the claims submitted is .t857,70L'.J'i, 
with interest at the rate of 7 per cent, 
per annum from the date of alleged 
illegal seizure. Written arguments and 
rephes on both sides have been pre- 
sented, and itio oral arguments by coun- 
sel Will be made next month at Halifax. 

LUHnnit. 

The exports of lumber during ISDd 
dhow a good increase compared with 
several of the preceding years, but dur- 
ing? the past few months there has been 
a lalling ofl', and at present the demand 
from all parts is limited. 

The combine between the principal 
exporting mills on tlie North Pacific 
ifcean does not now exist, and competi- 
lion ia very keen, present prices being 
barely remunerative. 

For some years, past tills board has 
ur^ed that all lumber for export be 
graded, as such epecilic grading would 
protect iiiillmeii and siinnlily the work 
of purchasers wlien placing orders. The 
local legislature recently passed the 
necessary act, which may be enforced at 
any time by proclauuituii of the Lieu- 
tenant-Govei iior-in-Uouni;il. 

The wooded area of liritish Columbia 
is estimated at ~iS5,00U si|iiare miles, and 
includes 40 kinds of timber. These 
i irests will increase in value year by 
year, as the supply diminishes in the 
East. 

It is reerettable that the annual de- 
Btracttou by fires is so great, and it is 
leared that some have been started with 
the view of clearing tractsof land simply 
to make prospecting for minerals more 
easy. There is an act which provides 
for such cases, and it is hojjed tliat 
tflective measures will be taken for the 
apprehonaion and punishment of of- 
fenders. 

Adiiici'i/rrKic. 

The crops of all kinds of agricultural 
products grown in British Columbia 
tiuriiig hSUG were fair, and the whole 
IDUiul ready markets at gootl prices, 
ritocks are very low at present and the 
outlook id favoialile for tliis year. 

I'niit crojia were satisfactory, and the 
J'riiit Growers' Shipping Associations, 
recently formed, are proving successfiil. 

Moat of the ciiiea liave aiibstautially 
built markets, and great eflbrts are be- 
ing made to increase their usefulness by 
biiaglng together a larger number of 
farmers and consamers. Beneficial re- 
sults are expected from-theae efforts. 

The creameries are increasing in aum- 
hdr, and tlio butter ia di.spoaed of as fast 
iiri produced, at remunerative j)ri(;o3. 
Tlie importation from the Dust and the 
I'nited .States are not materiallv dimin- 
ished, as with the larger population in 
the mining districts tliere has been a 
greator demand for this article. 

The opportunities for aiiiall and mixed 
farming in this province are not receiv- 
ini; the attention they deserve. The 
Bninitg districts are settling up rapully 
and Euralsli markets for all kinds 
of BgrioUlttol products. The min- 
ora live well, if possible, and 
frenh Kuppllea are invariably purchased 
in preftsreuce to those In oane. .There l8 



no probability ot^ theee markets being 
over-Bupplied for many years. 

It ia stated that Japan is greatly in 
need of horses for military purposes; if 
such is the case, many could be sup- 
plied from tliia province. 

IN J ) LI S r It I A 1 , K S T A IlL I S n M K NT .S . 

The smelters lately established at Trail 
and Nelson are fully employed and their 
capacity has been increased einco they 
were " blown in." Refining plants have 
been added, and instead of shipping 
"matte" it is now treated on the spot. 

Smelter men have been looking at 
points on the Mainland and Vancouver 
Island for suitable sites for their opera- 
tions, one object beim; to locate on a 
good harbor. In this respect there is no' 
better than Esquimalt, which also has 
the advantage of being on the route of 
regular steamships to China, wiiere there 
is an extensive market for lead. 

In the Slocan country five concentra- 
tors are reducing silver-galena ores, and 
as the output of the mines increases 
others v/ill be built. These concentra- 
tors and smelters furnish employment 
for many skilled and ordinary laborers 
at good wages. 

British Columbia ia the largest manu- 
facturer in the dominion in iiroportioii 
to population. The following estaljlish- 
inents are mostly able to supply present 
local demands: Lumber mills, sash and 
door factories, shipyards, iron foiiudriee, 
machine shops, flour, rice and oat mills, 
chemical works, paint works, soap factor- 
ies, coffee and spice mills, breweries, 
carriage factories and powder works. 

Tlie manufacture of wood pulp for ox- 
port has not yet started here, but the 
nat iiral conditions appear favorable for 
such an induatry. 

During the past week metallurgical 
works have been establiahed at Victoria, 
(Nipacily at ])resent '20 tons of ore per 
day. A clilorinalii)n plant ia in course 
of erection, and as soon as the works are 
com])leted ores will be treated by several 
dillereut processes. These works are the 
liratof the kind established in British 
Columbia and should be of great value 
to mine owners. 

KAIl.WA V.S. 

The only railway now being construct- 
ed in British Columbia is the line from 
Trail to a point opposite Rohaon on the 
Columbia river, a portion of the " Col- 
umbia Western " from the Columbia 
river to Penticton, for which a charter 
was granted in 18',Hi. This portion of 
the line will be open for traffic very 
soon. 

The line between Trail and Roasland 
ia being widened to standard gauge. 

With the immediate commencement 
of the Crow's Nest Pass Railway much 
greater activity will be shown, and it is 
expected will continue for some years as 
other important railways appear to be 
on the eve of construction. 

Tenders are being called for a con- 
siderable section of the Crow's Nest 
Pass liailway between Lcthbridge and 
the Kootenay lake. It is probable that 
100 miles will be built this year, and 
that the road aa far as the lake, another 
200 miles, will be completed by the let 
of .fanuary, 1899. Nelson, the objective 
point, may he readied by ferrying the 
cars across the lake for a time, whilst 
the line is being continued to give all 
rail connection. The cost of the 330 
miles is estimated at twenty-five to 
twenty-six thousand dollars per mile, 
exclusive of the equipment of the road. 

The Coaat cities have made strenuous 
efforts to secure the building of a direct 
railway into Kootenay, and the Provin- 
cial Legislature, recognizing its import- 
ance, voted a grant in aid of if 4, 000 per 
mile for 330 miles between Boundary 
Creek and the Coaat, one of the condi- 
tions being that the company receiving 
it should equip and maintain a ferry 
suitable for freight and passenger cars 
between the Mainland and Vancouver 
Island. The Dominion government waa 
also disposed to aid the immediate con- 
struction of that portion between the 
Columbia river and Penticton, but in 
consequence of the opposition of rival 
charter applicants thiit aid has been 
withheld, and unless prompt and united 
action is taken it is feared that there 
will be delay in commencing the line. 

The local legislature also voted a grant 
in aid of 230 miles of railway between 
Bute Inlet and (iuesnelle at the rate of 
$4,000 per mile. Tliis is a very im- 
portant line, aa in addition to opening 
up for development thia rich section of 
the province, it will place the bulk of 
the trade thus created in the hands of 
coast city merchants. In consequence 
of all supplies re((iiiriug water transpor- 
tation to Bute Inlet no city will have 
undue advantage. 

It is a matter for congratulation to 
find British capitalists interesting tliem- 
selves in transportation enterprise in 
this Province, as it affords some assur- 
ance that the accounts of the great 
natural resources of British Columbia 
are gaining credit in established centres 
of finance. The charter of the Caasiar 
Central railway has been aci^uired by 
such persons. Althousih the railway in 
thia case will be short, probably not 
more than 75 miles, an immense area 
will be tributary to it. Fort Wrangel, 
which ia open to deep sea vessels, will, 
in the meantime, bo the western start- 
ing point; from thence pas.seiigers and 
freight will bo taken on the company's 
steamers to Telegraph creek, Stickeen 
river, where the railway will begin. The 
first eastern terminus will be at Dease 
lake. 

It is proposed that the company's 
steamers run on this lake and on the 
Laird and Prances rivers, tributaries to 
the Mackenzie river, which flows 
into the Arctic ocean. A few 
portages only will bo necesaary to 
control navigable watera extending 
over at least 1,000 miles. It is expected 
that preliminary surveys will be made 
immediately and that the railway will 
be completed before the close of 181)9. 

Attention ia being directed to im- 
proved communication with the Yukon 
country which for some years is likely 
to be tai)ped solely from the Pacific 
Coast. Five different routes are favor- 
ably spoken of, and each has ita atrong 
supporters ; it is diflicult to decide which 
is the best, for probably no one from 
personal knowledge cau report upon 
more than any two of the five. The 
routes are aa follows : 

1. Via Stickeen river and Teslin lake; 
2. Takon river and Teslin lake; 3. 
White PaPs; 4. Chilkoot Pass; 5, The 
Chilkat Pass and what ia known as 
" D.ilton's trail," 

The urgency for immediately improv- 
ing the existing means of communication 
with the Yukon has received the attiui- 
tiou of your council, and a deputation 
waited upon the local goveriiiiioiic in 
March last and presented the necessily 
for action. With commendable prouipt- 
neaa a parly waa sent north by the first 

steamer with ibstructions to projeed via up by the local press,, and it is hoped 
thti,|tlakeeQ'rivei^«hd Teelia like, and that the press throughout Canada will 



in the event of this route appearing 
practicable to immediately commence 
the opening of a trail, for which a grant 
in aid ol !i;2,000 was' voted. In view of 
the uncertainty regarding the best 
route, this waa all that could reasonably 
be expected; by thia way any bonding 
difliculliea with the United States are 
obviated. 

Britiah capitaliats have recently ac- 
quired from the Dominion government 
concessiona for trading and tranaporla- 
tiou in the Yukon, and provision ia 
being made for building a railway into 
that country via the White Pass. Re- 
presentatives of the company have gone 
north and have the trail to Tagish lake 
now nearly completed. 

NAVIGATION. 

During the past year a light waa 
placed at the entrance of Chemainus 
iiarborf Two beacons (daylight marks) 
wore established at Burrard inlet. A 
atone beacon was built on Beacon iock, 
Nanaimo. At False narrows the chan- 
nel has been marked by spar buoys and 
Nile beacons. The stone beacori with 
electric light on Brotchie ledge is ex- 
pected to be completed within two 
months. It is hoped to establish a light 
and fog alarm at the entrance to the 
First narrows, Burrard inlet, and a 
light on the Sisters rocks in J,he Gulf of 
Georgia. These are the only new works 
contemplated this year so far aa known. 
The light at the entrance to Baynes 
sound will probably be altered Tvith the 
view of making it of more service 

This board has urged year by year that 
the Canadian coasts on the Pacific be 
more efiiciently demarcated bv lights, 
beacons and buoya, and when the lion, 
the Minister of i\larine ami Fisheries 
visited Victoria in November last a Ioiil' 
list of first requirements waa presented 
to hini. It is a tliaappoiiitment to find 
that so few of the important work 
couinieiided are likely to be undertaken 
this year. Much regret is felt that 
important a point as Fiddle reef has 
been overlooked, it having been special- 
ly brought to the notice of the Depart- 
ment of Marine. 

Attention has been directed to the 
fact that the position of some of the 
first lights established on ourcoasta gives 
more general satisfaction than others 
erected later. Further, experience ahows 
vsherever it ia jjroposed that a light 
atiouiii lie ))lace<l tliere is invariably 
considerable diversity of opinion aa to 
ttie advanta(ze of the particular spot 
selecteil. Tiiia board lias therefore re 
commended that an honorary board of 
officers of the navy and mercantile men 
such aa proved of great advaiita(;e in the 
early days of settlement of thia province 
— be appointed, to act in conjunction 
with the local agent of the Department 
of Marine, to whom all such mattera 
should be referred, and that no further 
aide to navigation be placed in position 
until approved by the board 

The ES. (iuadra has been employed 
principally in repairing, maintaining and 
leplacing existing aids to navigation. 
It has been recommended by this board 
that a smaller vessel would do equally 
well for such service and that the ss. 
tiuadra be used for revenue imrpoaes, 
and t)e kept in commission all the year 
round. 

OCEAN TRADE. 

The volume of trade with China and 
Japan is yearly increasing. The Can- 
adian Pacific steamships have the p>riu- 
cipal paeaenuer busineea; they also cany 
very full freights on both voyagea 

The Northern Pacific company has 
•four regular steamships which give a 
three-weekly service. At present thia 
company haa five additional ships en- 
gaged in freighting 

The Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company's steamship service has been 
maintained. 

The Canada-Australia service has rC' 
cently been augmented by an additional 
steamship. 

All the foregoing vessels call at Vic 
toria on the outward and inward voy- 
ages. 

The Bucceaa which has attended the 
subsidizing of the Canada-Australia line 
ia very gratifying and should encourage 
the Dominion government to seek new 
trade channels. It ia believed that 
Mexico, Central, and South America 
offer markets for the disposal of large 
quantities of Canadian manufactures 
and natural products. The coal am' 
luurber of British Columbia should find 
more extensive markets there, and con- 
siderable business should be done 
other lines. As far as can be seen the 
exportp to those countries would exceed 
the imports for some time, hence there 
ia all the greater inducement for looking 
into these trade possibilities. The matter 
wan brought to tfie notice of each of tlie 
three Dmninion Govoriiiiient ministers 
who visited this jiroviuce in the fall of 
last year; it waa al.-io brought before the 
Dei)artnieiit of Trade and Commerce, 
and this board's recommendation that 
commercial agent be apjiointed to ascer- 
tain how far the loregoiiig conjectures 
ar(^ correct haa already been acted upon 

The appointment of an agent waa re- 
commended as a preliminary step to the 
subsidizing of a direct line of steamships 
— in the event of conditions being favor- 
able, for it is felt that tjie desired trade 
can only bo successfully established by 
regular and direct communication. A 
Victoria firm has approached the Do- 
minion government with an offer to put 
on a regular monthly service, and it is 
understood that this offer may be con- 
sidered when the time arrives for subsi- 
dizing a line. 

Hon ill Africa has been recommended 
by this board aa embracing markets for 
Canadian gooiis in much larger (luanti- 
ties than at present exp'irted. It is be- 
lieved that a commercial agent could 
greatly assist in building up the desired 
trade. 

Attention is also being directed to 
Siberia aa an outlet for Canadian goods. 

YUKON 

Attention has already been directed to 
the richness of the Yukon jilacer gold 
mines. Persons interested in them 
should read the reixirts lately made to 
the Dominion government by Mr. Wil- 
liam Ogilvie, Dominion land surveyor. 
There has been a great rush of miners to 
that country, and many are kept back 
only on account of transportation diffi- 
culties. These difficulties, it is expected, 
will soon be overcome by the opening up 
of one or more of the routes previously 
mentioned, ana a very largo trade may 
be expected to result. At ])resent the 
trade of the Yukon is principally in the 
hands of United .Statea nierchants, and 
pro8i)ectora aie made to believe that the 
gold field are in United States territory, 
fhe gold fields herein referred to are all 
in Canada and removeil from any poaai- 
bility of boundary diapute by hundreds 
of miles. Thia matter has been takon

The loss of daty^which miglii; bia 'ooff 
lected on miners' ouillts and suppliee 
goipejniyia the White and Uvea passes 
is ^yeTy;iB.erious one to the Dominion. 
Customs 'ofRcera should be stationed 
there and at the entrance to Canadian 
territory by each of the other routes. 

It ia hoped to append hereto a small 
sketch-map allowing these gold fieldsand 
those of Cassiarand Cariboo, with the 
poaition of the cities of this province as 
a Bupply base. 

In eonsequenco of the many attrar- 
tions nearer home British Columbia 
merchants have not yet fully realized 
the trade poBsiblUties with the Yukon. 

MAIL sKiivrci:. 

That business should be interrupted 
by delayed jnails to and from the East 
for a jieriod of ten days is a very serious 
matter. It is • fortunate, however, that 
Buch delays as occilrred' last month do 
not happen often,, and it seems only 
reasonable that on these occasions mails 
should be forwarded by some other 
route, even if more circuitous, whenever 
a aaving of time can be effected. 

Tlie attentien of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral has been called to mails for the 
South being dehiyed at Seattle nearly a 
day. The train for Southern points 
leaves ahorlly before arrivat of the 
steamer from Victoria; conseciueiilly the 
maila are held over until the following 
day. As there are two steamers daily 
(morning and evening) by which mails 
can Ije carried, it ia hoped that better 
arrangements will be made very soon. 

Until the first day of June last, con- 
nection by steamera between Uevelstoko 
and West Kootenay jiointa was tri- 
weekly. On the date mentioned a daily 
service was inaueurated, but the mails 
go forward only three times during the 
week as before. This mS'tter has been 
brought to the notice of the Hon. the 
Postmaster-General, and it has been 
urged that advantage should be taken of 
the improved steamer service to forward 
the mails daily. 

The contract for the Northern mail 
service expired on the oOlli ultimo, but 
it ia not yet known what new arrange- 
ments will be made. It ia hoped tliat 
they will jirovido for a more freijuent 
delivery of mails as recommended by 
thia board, 

At the request of this board, Colonel 
the Honorable James Baker, minister of 
Immigration, has kindly furnished a re- 
port upon immigration and colonization. 
The report wilt be found in the ap- 
pendices. 

OUTI.OOK, 

The outlook for continued prosperity, 
and that too on a scale greater than 
anything heretofore enjoyed, was never 
so cheerful as it appeared only a month 
ago, for the prospect of large bodies of 
men finding immediate employment in 
railway construction, and the certainty 
of the sections to be traversed adding to 
the number of mines making regular 
shipments of ore, was indeed encourag- 
ing. Since then, however, the proroga- 
tion of the Dominion parliament with- 
out a vote in aid of any portion of the 
Coast-Kootenay railway has cast a 
gloom over the buainees portion of the 
community and haa proved a bitter dis- 
appointment to all who had the inter- 
eats of the country at heart. In seeking 
BUch aid, this province asked for only a 
fair return upon its contributions to the 
Federal exohequer.r.whieh amount to 
over two million dollars per annum. 
Further, it had been represented to the 
Dominion government by' this board 
that the e;!che<iuer receives from each 
taxpayer of I'.ritish Columbia $18.00, as 
compared with .^8,40 jiaid into the local 
treasury, and tliat therefore the adop- 
tion of a liberal railway policy in this 
province, which would assist in building 
up the various industries, would he a 
very profitable investment. 

It waa moat unfortunate that the rival 
charter applicants for the Coast-Koo- 
tenay line shonld have disagreed, but 
their disagreement is not considered 
sufficient to warrant the Dominion gov- 
ernment in retarding the progress of an 
important portion of this province for a 
whole year, and it is recommended that 
an effort bo made to induce the local 
government to appoint delegates to 
confer with the Right Hon. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier on his return from Eng- 
land with the view of arranging 
for the immediate conatruction of 
that peclion of the line between 
the Columbia river and Pentic- 
ton, and-of its continuance towards the 
Coast at an early dale. 

It ia believed, that were the loc:il gov- 
ernment to adopt tlie course recommend- 
ed, the Dominion authorities might then 
exercise their powers and give such as- 
surance of aid aa the Hon. the Minister 
of Railways led this province to expect. 

Tlie policy of the Dominion govern- 
ment in controlling rates whenever Fed- 
eral aid is given towards construction is 
to be highly commended, and with such 
a safcjiuard it is a matter of little im- 
portance by what company the railway 
ia Iniilt. 

Attention is again directed to the in- 
sulliciency of aids to navigation on these 
coasts. Yearly increased shipiiiiig adila 
to the importance of having lights, 
beacons ami buoys placed aa recom- 
mended. 

The establishment of salmon hatcher- 
ies on the Skeena and other Northern 
points, also an additional hatchery on 
the I'^rasor river, were asked for, but 
these matters anpear to be held in ab9y- 
ance. It is desired to impress tfie fact 
that British Columbia ia not a sniipli- 
cant for favors in respect to any of the 
foregoing requisitions ; they are but just 
dues. 

The poasibility for increased business 
for the Coast cities is very great, nor can 
it he said in this respect any particular 
one has an advantage over the rest. 
With a direct railway into Kootenay, 
ores from that country could Le sme'ted 
probably at lens cost than near the 
mines, as fuels are cheap and on the sea- 
board there is a greater choice of Uuxes. 
fhe Penticton- Boundary branch of the 
Coast- Kootenay railway is therefore of 
the first importance, in eonseciuerice of 
the advanced state of mining be- 
tween the Columbia river and 
ita wes'ern terminus. But the rail- 
way between Bute Inlet and Qnesnelle 
will make Cariboo tributary to this Coast; 
ao also will be the iiistrii;la of Caasiiirand 
the Yukon when coiiimunicatioiia are 
improved. Only those wlio are acquaint- 
ed with the vast resources of the North 
can apiireciate what its opening up and 
develojiment will mean to thd cities on 
this Coast. These are .matters to be kept 
coiiHtaiitly in view and advanced at every 
opportunity. 

I'lie provincial covernnient securities 
and rauiiicipai doienlures continue to 
rank high in dnanjial centres. Foreign 
capital 18 also bein^ freely put into the

The President moved, seconded liy 
Vice-President Kirk, that tlie report be 
adopted and referred to the incoming 
council. 

Mr. Cleariliue, in reference to the 
Casbiar Central, expressed disaatisfac- 
tion at tlie company getting any of the 
precious metala. 

The President explained that the ap 
proval of the railway in the report was 
simply in the broad sense of its opening 
up the country, and with this explaua 
lion Mr. Ciearihue seemed satisfied. 

Mr. Ellis noticed that tliere was no 
reference in the report to the new CP 
K. branch I'roni Slocan Crossing in West 
RodUuiay. 

Tilt) President re])lied that thia liad no 
doul't been overlooked, and a note would 
be made of it. 

Hon. Mr. Turner had not heard the 
report very clearly, but, as he under 
stood it, it waa to lie handed overtoil 
committee to revise. He stiggest 
eil that all the references to 
riiihvays should, instead of being 
scattered among other subjects, 
he put under one heading, and that the 
n^fercnces to mining he similarly treated 
He had noticed that there was an ex 
IircHaion in the report to the eflect that 
the provincial government should urge 
on the Hominion government the con- 
struction of the Penticton road tliis 
year. Ho would say that the provincial 
government was at this moment in 
correspondence with the Dominion gov- 
ernment on that very subject, aud 
not only in regard to a road to 
Pentioton, but also with reference to 
continuance of a road to the Goast. (Ap- 
plause.) He was pretty sure, however, 
from what ho bad learned that the Do- 
minion government would not deal with 
more than the Penticton road this year. 
Still the provincial government was urg- 
ing on tlie line to the Coast as well and 
pointing out the imtuense import- 
aiioe of increased railway communi- 
cation. {.-^ ppliiiise.) With regard to 
Mr. Clearihiio'a reiiuirka the Premier 
noinled out tiiat the mineral 
rifihts iirnnteil to the Caseiar Central in 
connec'tion with their land grant only 
referred to the land grant untl not to the 
wliole of Caseiar. At pro.^ent Casaiar, 
owing to the imdemency of the climate, 
waa very diflicult of access to prospect- 
ors, and it was in the interest of these 
prospectors that thia special assistance 
had been given to the railway, to enable 
the country to lie developed. 

Mr. Glcarihuo rose to reply, but his 
remarks assuming a political tinge and 
such discussiona lieing prohibited ljy the 
rules of the boanl, the chairman point- 
eit out tliat the subject was wide of the 
report, and Rlr. Cleariliue sat down. 

Mr. Morris was afraid that the refer- 
ence to the sale of salmon needed to be 
aomQWhi^t ^uiea4ecl as misleading, aa 



there was still a great deal of the pack 
left unsold. 

Thia it was promised would be re- 
ferred to the incoming council, and the 
report wa3 then adopted without further 
discussion. 

The reading of the financial reports 
followed, tlie President stating that the 
assets of the board were larger than ever 
before and the cash in hand greater 
than in former years. The reports 
showed assets of $8,072.90 with no liabil- 
ities, and were adopted without com- 
ment. 

Then came the election of new officers 
for the year, Oapt. J. G. Oox, Meaars. E. 

E. Wootton and W. J. Cameron being 
the scrutineers. 

The President and Mr. Futcher being 
allowed to withdraw their names from 
nomination the choice was between Mr. 
G. A. Kirk and Mr. C. E. Renouf. Mr. 
Kirk was elected on the ballot, and his 
election waa then made unanimous. 

Mr. W. A. Ward was elected vice- 
president. Mr. F. Elworthy waa again 
chosen secretary, Mr. Ker and Mr. J. H. 
Todd both paying a high compliment to 
Mr. Elworthy 's ability and energy in 
carrying out hie duties.

(V vote (>f thanks was passed to the 
press on motion of tlie retirinu presi- 
tient, :uk1 a vote of thanks to Mr. Ker 
was passed on motion of Hon. J. S. 
Heliiicken. 

Mr. I'utclier to remove an overeiglit 
in the by-laws gave notice of an amend- 
ment to the ellect that each member 
might nominate a president, vice presi- 
dent, and three persons for the council 
and board of arbitration. 

The last business taken up waa the 
election of new members, but before that 
Hon. .1. S. Helmcken suggested that the 
board keep in mind the necesaity of a 
railroad to the northern end of Vancou- 
couver island.

The news of shipwreck brought frota 
the West Coast Ijy tho Dominion steam- 
er (Quadra on Thursday evening was Ihu 
subject of much speculation yesterday 
among all elaeses of shipping men, the 
general opinion prevailing that in soma 
as yet unexplained way tho four-master 
Glenorchy baa found her way to tiio in- 
hospitable western shores of this hslaud, 
there to bo lost with all her cfew. From 
the description given by Captain Wal- 
bran of the debris piled on the beacli at 
Djeklieset, as much as from the nanid 
plainly marked on the recovered life 
buoy, it is evident tlint some large and 
modern mercliantman has been lost — ■ 
and the silver-Utted mahogany cabin 
door, the painting of the housework, and 
the general character of the ri;;- 
t^'ing that has fallen into tlie 
possession of the Indians are very 
like the Glenorchy. This yessel, 
accordinf; to the shipping papers, was 
placed on berth for tho United ICinf^doua 
at Port Pirie, after discliarf^ini; her cargo 
of Port Blakely lumber at this Austral- 
ian port. If it be so that she lias couie 
to ^rief oir Vancouver Island, herordeia 
must have been changed (]uite unex- 
pectedly. The theory that the life buoy 
had been lost overboard would not ex- 
plain the cabin door and liotiso work ; 
neither does the buoy itself bear the ap- 
pearance of long, tossing on the treacii- 
erous ocean. The Glenorchy when she 
left here in December was commanded 
by Captain Brown, a very popular skip- 
per, and one quite familiar with 
the Xorth Pacihe coast. She was 
or ia, according to Lloyd/s, a four-masted 
iron ship of 2,229 tone, rating 100 Al. 
Her dimensions were: 280x42x24 feet, 
and she was built at Sunderland for her 
present owners, the Red Cross Shippioij 
Co. of Jjverpool. Only one other veeeel 
of the name, Glenorchy, is known to 
maritime records, this being a well- 
known steamship plying regularly ht- 
Iwcen porta in another hemisphere. The 
Indians assert that the entire Vancouver 
iBland coast from Djeklieset to f'ape 
Cook is sliewn with wrecku^eat present, 
and if investigation were made it is tiuilo 
possiljle that fresh discoveriesaccurately 
determining the identity of perhapa 
more than (me ill-starred craft would be 
forlbcoining.

A conference has taken place at the 
Mouse of Commons in regard to a dis- 
pute between certain shipbuilding liriua 
and the admiralty. The dispute iiaa 
arisen, and has been tlie subject of volu- 
minous correspondence, iu consequenco 
of extraordinary losses stated to bavo 
been sustained by two great firms, who 
accepted contracts from the government 
for the construction of five British ships 
of war. By the constraction of theBleu- 
heim, Grafton and Theseus, the.Tbamea 
Shipbailding Compan; claims to have 
lost £115,409 net, and by the construc- 
tion of the Endymion and St. George 
Karl's Shipbuilding Company claims to 
have lost .C'J0,'J75 net. The reasons given 
for tlie linn's losses are admiralty de- 
lays, inability to obtain plane, changes 
in construction, and failure of the bends 
of the construction department oi the 
board to make up their minds exactly aa 
to what they wanted. In coneetiueiu e 
of ttiese delays and changes as many aa 
a thousand workmen have been thrown 
idle for a fortnight together, though le- 
ceivine full wages all the time. As the 
admiralty is the sole arbiter in these dis- 

Cutes, it is proposed to bring the matter 
efore parliament.

MANY PBICES FOB liABOR. 

The Trouble Between Vessel Owners and 
Native Hunters Explained By 
Captain Walbran. 

According to Captain Walbran, of tbe 
D.U.S. Quadra, just returned from a 
spet:ial cruiee along tbe west coast of 
lliia island, the delay in tbe sailing of 
tlie eealing schooners this season has 
been chiefly owing to the conflicting 
prices raneinc; on the coast, varying 
from $4 to .$2 per skin. When the 
Quadra left Kyuciuot on the 5tli, the 
iJora Sieward was on the point of leav- 
ing Ujekligset, Ou-ou-kinBli inlet, 
though before the Quadra arrived at 
Kyuijuot the Indian crew of this vessel 
liad positively refused to join on the 
terina stated in her articles. The Ot:o, 
City of San Diego and Favorite, on the 
same date, expected to sail on the nest 
or following day. The Penelope left 
Kyuquoton Sunday the 4tli instant. At 
A-batieat, Gatalina island, the Arietca 
and Zillah May were to leave on the 
evening of the 7th, the day tbe Quadra 
eailed from there. 

A court was held at A-hatisat on the 
Quadra, before Captain Walbran, at 
wliieli seven Indians, members of the 
crew of the Arietis, were charged by 
Captain ^lartin of that vessel with re- 
fusing to join their ship. The prisoners 
were convicted, but owing to eircnm- 
Btances which were brought forward at 
the trial and taken into consideration 
by the court, were severely reprimand- 
ed and ordered to join their vessel, 
which arrangement was carried out. 
Owing to this speedy means of trial and 
eatisfactory conclusion no loss of time 
wuB incurred by the vessel, and what 
niglit have entailed expense on the 
owners avoided. 

On the afternoon of the 6th tbe Beat- 
rice was seen under sail off Nootka, and 
the Aiaoko and Enterprise offHesquiat. 
Tbe Fawn left 'Clay oquot on tbe after- 
noon of tbe 8tb, wbilet the Quadra was 
there. Captain Walbran believes this 
is tbe last vessel to get away.

'To make everything sure I saw 
the secretary, Mr. McNab, and^wo or 
three gentlemen whom I undertood to 
be judges. They all told me a start 
and provided me with a sailing runber. 
^Taturally I thought there coulti he no 
further trouble, particularly as tl3 May 
had changed her sails and spaia nd the 
Siren also had taken in more ba.ast, ao 
that really they were different bats to 
what they were the day betor. Yet 
there never was a word said iibot this, 
and surely this was worse tliar being 
disabled.
